Brooklyn planning commissioner 
Williams has a stake in Ratner's Nets

Dolly Williams, the borough’s City 
Planning commissioner and a key player 
in Brooklyn’s development and land use 
review, is among the lengthy list of 
investors real estate magnate Bruce 
Ratner has secretly put together to pur- 
chase the New Jersey Nets. 

According to a list of the Nets investors, 
a copy of which was obtained by The 
Brooklyn Papers this week, Williams and 
her husband, Adonijah Williams, owners 
of A. Williams Construction, are both in- 
vestors in the team Ratner hopes to bring 
to a new arena he envisions at the comer 
of Flatbush and Atlantic avenues. 


Williams was appointed to the 13-per- 
son commission in 2002 by Markowitz, a 
vocal supporter of the Nets plan who, 
since he took office, has touted the notion 
of bringing an NBA franchise to Brooklyn. 

The commission, with appointees by 
the mayor, each borough president and the 
public advocate, weighs in heavily on all 
development and land use projects that are 
subject to city public review. 

Sources confirmed that Williams’ stake 
in the team is nearly $1 million. Ratner has 
consistently declined to divulge the identy 
of his partners. 

Opponents of the Ratner plan this week 
condemned Williams’ interest in the team 
as a potential conflict of interest and called 
it “deeply troubling.” 

“She needs to remove herself from any 


discussion of the project or give up her in- 
terests in the team,” said Daniel Goldstein, 
a spokesman for Develop-Don’t Destroy 
Brooklyn, a community group fighting the 

Contacted this week, Williams said she 
is an investor in both the team and Rat- 
ner’s plan to build a new Nets arena, three 
soaring office towers and 4,500 housing 
units extending from Downtown Brooklyn 
into Prospect Heights. She said she “had 
not thought about” whether her company 
would be involved in the 8 million square 
feet of construction. 

“It is not a conflict, otherwise I would 
not do it,” said Williams, a minor investor 
whose nearly 30-year-old construction 
company is worth millions. She receives a 
$45,131 salary for her City Planning Com- 


mission post. 

Responding to the conflict of interest 
charge, Michael Kadish, a spokesman for 
Markowitz said, “As with any planning 
commissioner, we would expect that Dolly 
Williams would recuse herself from voting 
or discussing any matter before the commis- 
sion in which she has a commercial interest.” 

While such a major city land use proposal 
would typically pass through the commis- 
sion as part of the Uniform Land Use Re- 
view Procedure [ULURP], Ratner is looking 
to steer the 21 -acre project, half of which 
would be built over the state-run Metropoli- 
tan Transportation Authority’s Long Island 
Rail Road storage yards, through a less strin- 
gent state review instead. 

His plan to build a Frank Gehry-de-

Pols agree: No 
debates on sabbath

City and state elected officials are 
charging cultural insensitivity follow- 
ing a decision not to reschedule two 
televised presidential debates that fall 
on Jewish holy days. 

The Commission on Presidential De- 
bates, which is charged with scheduling the 
debates between Democratic Massachu- 
setts Sen. John Kerry and Republican Pres- 
ident George W. Bush, announced on 
Thursday that it would not reschedule de- 


bates on Sept. 30 and Oct. 8, both holy 
days in which observant Jews are prevent- 
ed from turning on televisions or radios. A 
third debate, on Oct. 13. does not pose any 
problems, said Borough Park Assembly- 
man Dov Hikind, who sent a letter signed 
by a bipartisan coalition of Brooklyn elect- 
ed officials to the commission last week. 

“It’s disconcerting and incredibly insensi- 
tive, and it’s sort of like a brush off,” said 
Hikind. “We’re talking about excluding hun- 
dreds of thousands of people. Why take 
such a cavalier stand?”

Marbury to lead Coney charge 


Knick star to invest in old 'hood

Sources say a proposal to 
build an amateur athletics 
facility in Coney Island will 
be partially funded by one of 
the area’s native sons, Knicks 
point-guard Stephon Marbury.

Councilman Domenic Rec- 
chia, who represents Coney Is- 
land, said that he. Council 
Speaker Gifford Miller, the 
Stephon Marbury Foundation 
and the Bloomberg administra- 


tion are in talks for what Rec- 
chia called a “rec center” in 
Coney Island. 

“Everyone’s in Athens right 
now and so when they get back 
we’ll continue talking,” said Rec- 
chia, referring to Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg and Deputy Mayor 
Dan Doctoroff, who are in Greece 
to promote their efforts to host the 


2012 Olympics, and Marbury, 
who is on the U.S. men’s basket- 
ball team 

“Because of the Olympics, 
everything got pushed back a lit- 
tle bit,” he added. 

Asked when he last spoke to 
Marbury, the councilman said, 
“I talk to Stephon all the time. I 
talked to him last week.” 

Sheryl Robertson, a friend of 
the Marbury family and director 


of the South Brooklyn Youth 
Consortium, confirmed that the 
three-time All-Star had ex- 
pressed interest in sponsoring 
the project, which is back on the 
drawing board, albeit on a 
smaller scale than envisioned a 
decade ago, following a com- 
mitment from the mayor. 

The project would likely be 
built after construction on a pro-

Steven Spielberg’s 1975 classic “Jaws,” 
which film historians consider one of the first 
box-office blockbusters, will be screened by 
the Brooklyn Bridge Park Conservancy as the 
finale to their annual summer film series. 
(“Jaws” was originally slated for Aug. 12, but 
was postponed due to inclement weather.) 

The PG-rated film stars Brooklyn native 
Richard Dreyfuss as marine biologist and shark ex- 
pert Matt Hooper, who attempts to convince the lo- 
cal police chief (Roy Scheider) and the mayor 
(Murray Hamilton) to close the fictional town of 
Amity’s beaches before any more tourists become 
hors d’eouvres for a voracious great white shark. 

“Jaws” was nominated for best picture and won 
Oscars for best film editing and best music for John 
Williams’ original score (“dumdumdumdum”). 


Today, “Jaws” continues to inspire filmmakers, 
including Brooklyn Heights’ own director Chris 
Kentis (“Open Water”) who told GO Brooklyn he 
would like to make a film about the lost crew of 
the U.S.S. Indianapolis. 

In “Jaws,” the ill-fated World War n vessell 
forms the basis for the film’s most memorable 
scene, a monologue by the late Robert Shaw, as 
the old sea dog Quint.

Architect Richard Meier is best known these days 
for a pair of modernist glass towers he designed 
along the West Side Highway in Manhattan. 

Home to the likes of Martha Stewart, film director-actor- 
model Vincent Gallo and Calvin Klein the buildings them- 
selves are quickly rising in fame (or infamy, depending on 
who you ask) to the same level as their A-list tenants. (Vani- 
ty Fair did an 11-page spread in June on the buildings, their 
tenants, the infighting and 
construction problems). 

Now Meier is gearing 
up to design another glass 
tower, only instead of 
views of the Hudson Riv- 
er, this one will be nestled 
in among the prewar 
brick buildings overlook- 
ing Prospect Park. 

The developers are gun- 
ning for the vanity name 
One Prospect Park, al- 
though the building would 
actually rise on Eastern 
Parkway and Plaza Street 
East in Prospect Heights. 

‘It’s the right building 
for that site, it’s going to be 
a spectacular addition to 
the neighborhood,” said 
Mario Precida, a principal 
of Seventeen Development 
LLC, which is building the 
150-foot residential tower. 

Both the architect and 
developer are reluctant to

But this may be a bitter- 
sweet success for Nando 
Ghorchian, the restaurateur 
who is looking to enliven the 

Just weeks before El Cu- I 
banito opened, Ghorchian % 
closed his Balzar restaurant, a S 
European steakhouse he • 
opened last summer across £ 
Cranberry Street at 60 Henry S' 
St. 1 

The new occupants of that £ 
space are turning it into a 
French restaurant to he called 
Chez Henry. 

That comer location has 
been ill-fated for restaurant 
owners — Balzar marks the 
third restaurant to fold in that 
large comer space in the past 
three years, including Isobel 
and before that, a tapas bar 
and restaurant. 

At the same time, Ghorchi- 
an has closed his quaint Cafe 
del Mar on Henry Street near 
Adantic Avenue for the rest of 
the summer. 

According to Patrick Del 
Punta, an assistant manager at 
Caffe Buon Gusto on Mon- 
tague Street, which is also 
owned by Ghorchian, Cafe del 
Mar will reopen in September 
as a pizzeria. 


today operations, said this 
week she was just excited to 
finally be in business after 
electrical problems delayed 
last week’s opening of the 
restaurant. 

“I want people to feel com- 
fortable here — to come and 
hang out and listen to good 
music. It’s casual, like home,” 
said Trapero. 

Her chef, Franceso Musio, 
is actually Italian, but Trapero 
said he was the only one she 
tried out who was able to per- 
fect her mother’s Spanish 
meatballs recipe.

After learning from the 
head chef at Roma Di Notte, 
he opened the first Caffe Buon 
Gusto in Manhattan on 77th 
Street, between Second and 
Third avenues, in 1989. 

Until last year, he ran eight 
restaurants in Manhattan, 
though he cut back to the two 
Buon Gusto restaurants there 
after beginning his expansion 
in Brooklyn Heights.

Ghorchian was out of the 
country this week and could 
not be reached for comment.

Starbucks signs DUMBO lease

It’s official. After months of negotiations, Starbucks 
has signed a lease for its first DUMBO coffeehouse and 
plans to be pulling shots of espresso and frothing up 
lattes by this fall. 

The retail coffee giant will be moving into the 1,600-square- 
foot storefront on the comer of Front and Main streets in the 
ground floor of the recently constructed, 10-story Bridgefront 
condominium. 

News of the arrival of Starbucks, often derided by some as 
a symbol of corporate America, has stirred mixed reactions 
from the burgeoning neighborhood — home to both a large 
artist community and young professionals moving into re- 
cently converted luxury condominiums 

With only a spate of stores in the area, some see Starbucks 
as a needed amenity while others view it as the last nail in the 
coffin for the independent-minded artist community. 

Tucked between the Brooklyn and Manhattan bridges, the 
once-gritty neighborhood has 
undergone a major transfor- 
mation over the past five years 
and is now home to several 
restaurants, bars and the 
renowned Jacques Torres 
chocolate shop. 

For now, most people 
searching for a cappuccino or 
a cup of coffee head to the 
DUMBO General Store on 
Front Street near Washington 
Street. 

Owner Anna Castellani 
opened the airy cafe three 
years ago, and it now doubles 
as a bar at night. 

While she said she’s a bit 
nervous about the competi- 
tion, she thinks her business 
and Starbucks appeal to dif- 
ferent types of customers. 

The Seattle-based Star- 
bucks, one of the world’s 
largest coffee retailers, has 
177 stores in New York City 
including 10 in Brooklyn. 

Those stores are located 
throughout Bay Ridge, Ben- 
sonhurst, Brighton Beach, 
Park Slope, Cobble Hill, Car- 
roll Gardens and Brooklyn 
Heights. 

In the meantime, another 
Starbucks, a partnership be- 
tween former National Bas- 
ketball Association superstar 
Earvin “Magic” Johnson and 
the coffeemaker, is slated to 
open next month in the At- 
lantic Terminal Mall at the in- 
tersection of Atlantic and Hat- 
bush avenues.

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Gravesend girl fights 
for her school choice 


Won't go to 
Lafayette, but 
family legacy 
is still in peril

Nino Magali, a law stu- 
dent at Hunter College, 
graduated from Leon 
Goldstein High School. 
Davi, her brother, also 
graduated from the sci- 
ence-minded school on the 
campus of Kingsborough 
Community College in 
Manhattan Beach and now 
studies business at Baruch 
College. 

But unless an appeal to the 
Department of Education suc- 
ceeds before Sept. 14, their 
youngest sister, Nana, could 
be the first Magali not to at- 
tend the high-ranked public 
high school. 

Worse still, she says, until 
recently she was told she 
would have to attend 
Lafayette High School, near 
her Gravesend home, which 
has in the past two years been 
labeled “Horror High” for a 
slew of violent incidents at the 
under-achieving school. In- 
stead, she’ll go to New 
Utrecht. Neither prospect sits 
well with the Joseph Caval- 
laro Intermediate School grad- 

“I’m not going to school,” 
said Nana, 14, who hopes to 
become a heart surgeon or a 
pediatrician. “I wanted to go 
to Leon Goldstein from the 
beginning and I’m sticking 
with it. I’m not going to 
Lafayette and I’m not going to 
New Utrecht.” 

According to Department 
of Education records, Nana is 
one of 3,200 students to ap- 
peal an unwanted enrollment 
decision, and among 55 per- 
cent of those to see their ap- 
peal rejected. Keith Kalb, a 
spokesman for the Education 
Department, could not say 
how many students have filed 
a second appeal, such as Nana

plans to do. 

“Obviously, those numbers 
fluctuate day by day,” said 
Kalb, who said that, so far, 

67.000 incoming freshman 
have landed in a school of 
their choice. Of those, 31,000 
scored their top-ranked school. 

“We’re currently still re- 
viewing Nana Magali’s high 
school enrollment appeal,” he 

The problem for Nana, who 
lives with her mother, Larisa, 
and two siblings in a house on 
27th Avenue at Cropsey Av- 
enue in Gravesend, began in 
October, after she and about 

94.000 other graduating inter- 
mediate school students were 
asked to list 12 high schools 
they would like to attend as 
part of a new initiative by the 
Department of Education. 
Nana says that a guidance 
counselor failed to explain to 
her the new criteria and so she 
listed only four schools, the 
first being Goldstein. Mid- 


wood, Madison and Edward 
R. Murrow high schools also 
made her list. 

A student with an 80 aver- 
age, Nana would have fit in 
well at Goldstein, said her sister. 
The school boasts a 90-percent 
graduation rate and has a stu- 
dent body of about 800, accord- 
ing to the 2003 parent-resource 
guidebook “New York City’s 
Best Public High Schools, sec- 
ond edition, by Clara Hemphill. 
Besides state-of-the-art science 
and computer labs, the school 
also benefits from some the 
amenities of Kingsborough, 
such as the college’s gymnasi- 

In May, Magali was in- 
formed, without explanation, 
that something had happened to 
her application and that a new 
one would have to be submit- 
ted, this time, however, with 
only a fraction of schools left 
from which to choose. Besides 
Madison, none of her original 
choices were available. Eras- 


mus, Lincoln and Lafayette 
were among the few that re- 
mained. She ended up with 
Lafayette, which was randomly 
selected even though it wasn’t 
among her new choices. 

“It’s heartbreaking,” said 
Nino Magali, Nana’s 22-year- 
old sister. “It literally breaks my 
heart to see her cry like this.” 

On June 14, shortly after 
learning that Lafayette would 
be her daughter’s new school, 
Larisa Magali filed an enroll- 
ment appeal. She began to wor- 
ry earlier this month when she 
still hadn’t received a response. 

As a last resort, they contact- 
ed Rep. Vito Fossella, who 
wrote a letter to school officials 
and advised Nana to call other 
elected officials in her district. 
Since then, Assemblyman Will- 
iam Colton and state Sens. Mar- 
ty Golden and Carl Kruger have 

On Tuesday, the family re- 
ceived a letter informing diem 
that New Utrecht would now 
be her school, another she had 
not selected. 

New Utrecht, at 1601 80th 
St., graduates only about 63 
percent of its 2,600 students, 
according to Education De- 
partment records. 

Kruger, who says his district 
office has been overwhelmed 
with complaints from parents 
frustrated over the new school 
choice procedure, called the ap- 
peals process a sham. 

He said that because there 
are no formal criteria for the ap- 
peals, families routinely find 
their pleas falling on deaf ears. 

“What used to be a very 
simple process is now a night- 
mare,” said Kruger, who 
claims that the child of one of 
his southern Brooklyn con- 
stituents was assigned to a 
school in the Bronx before a 
successful appeal. 

“I think this is an inappro- 
priate way of dealing with an 
issue that affects the future 
and the life of the student,” 
said Kruger. 

Colton, a vocal proponent 
of reforming Lafayette in the 
wake of all the violence there 
recently, said that Nana’s case 
exemplifies a problem within 
the Department of Education.

Says Katz, who has lived in the Slope for 20 years 
and opened his cafe on Aug. 3, “Surreal is a good 
name for a cafe, but doesn’t describe our food.” 

What diners will find at the Surreal Cafe are hor- 
mone-free meat and poultry and organic fruits and 
vegetables in simple “American bistro” preparations. 

Chef Nir Feller, formerly of Williamsburg’s Din- 
er, serves up his healthy fare with “enough options 
so vegetarians won’t feel like afterthoughts,” says 
Katz. Dishes such as beets stuffed with bulgur 
(cracked wheat grains) and lentils cooked in pome- 
granate juice should satisfy non-meat eaters, while 
salt-cured roasted pork chops with yellow and green 
string beans will make carnivores happy.

French director Olivier 
Assay as picks his favorite 
soundtracks for series

F renchman Olivier Assayas has 
been among the most consistently 
interesting filmmakers of the past 
decade. 


His breakthrough film, 1994’s 
“Cold Water,” introduced grateful au- 
diences to luminous actress Virginie 
Ledoyen. In 1996, his moviemaking 
spoof “Irma Vep” introduced him to 
his now ex-wife, Hong Kong actress 
Maggie Cheung. His last three films 
have been astonishingly varied: 
1998’s “Late August Early Septem- 
ber,” a serious study of adrift 20- 
somethings; the beautifully pho- 
tographed, three-hour literary epic, 
2000’s “Les Destinees”; and 2002’s 
cyberthriUer “demonlover.” 

It goes without saying that As- 
sayas’ cinematic curiosity knows no 
bounds. 

His newest film, “Clear,” starring 
Cheung, premieres this fall at various 
festivals. And a new BAMCinematek 
series, “I Can Hear the Guitar: Select- 
ed by Olivier Assayas” (Aug. 26- 
Sept. 16) shows he’s as intrigued by 
others’ movies as by his own. 

The 16 films in the series represent 
Assayas’ thinking of how music in- 
forms movies. As anybody who’s 
seen his films knows — especially 
the dynamic use of rock music on the 
soundtracks of “Cold Water,” “Irma 
Vep” and “demonlover” — Assayas 
has a playfully serious attitude toward 
music in movies, utilizing it in ways 
that cement an emotional bond with 
his audience. (Even Guillaume 
Lekeu’s chamber music during “Les 
Destinees” is fraught with dramatic 
meaning: Lekeu died in 1894 at age 
24.) 

The series title comes from the 
movie “I No Longer Hear the Gui- 
tar,” directed by Philippe Garrel 
based on his relationship with Nico, 
the longtime Andy Warhol acolyte. 
Assayas considers Garrel to be a true 
cinematic poet, and his tribute to him 
is the witty gloss on Garrel’s tide. 

Opening the series on Aug. 26 is a 



double feature of ’60s avant-garde 
cinema: Kenneth Anger’s infamous 
“Scorpio Rising” (1963) and 
Warhol’s “Vinyl” (1965), both prime 
examples of counter-culture movie- 
making and, to Assayas, highlighted 
by musical soundtracks deeply inter- 
woven into that sub-cultural aesthetic. 

In the late ’70s, when punk music 
quickly changed the landscape — and 
sound — of rock music, and, by ex- 
tension, pop culture, several directors 
made low-budget, shoestring movies 
that corresponded to the punk aesthet- 
ic, according to Assayas, who had 
wondered at that time whether movie- 
making could move along the same 
plane as music’s punkish anarchy. 

Assayas found his answer in films 
made by three directors: John Car- 
penter’s “Assault on Precinct 13” 
(1976; Aug. 27), David Cronenberg’s 
"Videodrome” (1982; Aug. 29) and 
a double-bill from horror master Wes 
Craven — 1972’s “Last House on 
the Left” and 1977’s “The Hills 
Have Eyes” (Aug. 28). When As- 



sayas began writing for the influential 
French film journal, “Cahiers du Cin- 
ema,” he was among the only writers 
touting “Videodrome” as an entirely 
new — and welcome — direction for 
movies to move toward. 

Since the brief explosion that was 
punk was so influential, it makes 
sense that Assayas would choose a 
film that touch- 
es on that era di- 
rectly: 1980’s 

“Rude Boy” 

(Sept. 4), from 
director John 
Hazan, features 
The Clash on the 
soundtrack and 
in concert foot- 
age. “Rude Boy” 

Ray Gange as the eponymous roadie; 
in its intermingling of staged footage 
and actual music-making, “Rude 
Boy” shares an unlikely kinship with 
Jean-Luc Godard’s utterly bizarre 
document, 1968’s “One Plus One” 
(Aug. 30). 

Also known as “Sympathy for the 
Devil,” Godard’s agit-prop relic of the 
bygone late ’60s juxtaposes the 


Rolling Stones rehearsing their now- 
classic anthem with fictional scenes 
of Marxist revolutionaries led by Go- 
dard’s then-wife, actress Anne 
Wiazemsky. Assayas remembered 
“One Plus One” vividly as a film that 
marked precisely a distinct moment 
in time, and although it has become 
considerably dated (as have most Go- 
dard works from 
this era), it re- 
mains a valuable 
historical docu- 

Another forgot- 
film that’s a 
vivid snapshot of 
a specific time 
and place is Ber- 
toglio’s “Down- 
town 81 ,” which 
closes the series on Sept. 16. Starring 
artist Jean-Michael Basquiat as him- 
self in a surrealist “day in the fife” 
and featuring a cameo by Debbie 
Harry of Blondie fame, “Downtown 
81” is a colorful journey back in time 
to the bustling, “new wave” era East 
Village. 

A trio of world-class directors 
rounds out Assayas’ series: Martin 


Scorsese, David Lynch and Assayas 
himself. Scorsese’s 1995 “Casino” 
(Sept. 6), like his previous mob 
movie “GoodFellas,” nearly overdos- 
es on the dozens of pop and rock 
songs on the soundtrack, which As- 
sayas approvingly calls “[Scorsese’s] 
personal jukebox.” Lynch’s “Blue 
Velvet” (1986; Sept. 13) is infamous 
for its perverse use of Roy Orbison’s 
hit “In Dreams,” but Assayas also 
points out Lynch’s influential sound 
design, which blends music, effects 
and natural sounds into a sinister and 
creepy multi-layered montage. 

Finally, Assayas’ “Cold Water” 
(Sept. 3) is a disturbing study of 
alienated youth that remains the di- 
rector’s most successful blending of 
music with visual imagery. It’s a per- 
fect choice for this series, whether or 
not it was made by the “selector” 
himself. 

Additional films in the series in- 
clude: Monte Heilman's "Two Lane 
Blacktop (1971; Aug. 31), Harmony 
Korine's "Gummo" (1997; Sept. 2), 
James William Guercio's "Electra 
Glide in Blue" (1973; Sept. 7) and 
Richard Sarafian’s "Vanishing Point" 
(1971; Sept. 14).

Below the surface 


4 77ie City Beneath Us 9 sheds light on the people 
who dug 9 carved and dynamited our subways

E xcavating 3.5 million cu- 
bic yards of rock and 
earth is not an easy feat. 
Place a city on top of it, add a 
population of about 3 million 
and enclose it with two bodies 
of water, and this endeavor 
suddenly becomes a monu- 
mental challenge for any labor 
force — especially when the 
most advanced technology 
available at the time is a pick- 
axe and shovel. 

Today, about 4.5 million 
passengers tide the New York 
City subway daily, yet few 
know how it was constmcted 
or the Herculean efforts it en- 
tailed. 

As part of the subway’s 
centennial, the New York 
Transit Museum, in Down- 
town Brooklyn, has opened a 
new exhibit dedicated to illus- 
trating subway constmction 
during the first quarter of the 
century. “The City Beneath 
Us: Building the New York 
Subway,” on display through

January 2005, is a vivid, visu- 
al narrative of the above- and 
below-ground obstacles en- 


countered by workers and en- 
gineers during the subway 
system’s construction. 


Forty-two photographs, 
made from vintage prints and 
film negatives, tell the work- 


ers’ stories and give visitors an 
idea of what it might have 
been like to have lived in the 
city between 1900 and 1928. 

For more than two decades, 
workers burrowed under the 
streets, dissecting the city and 
peeling away layers of pave- 
ment, utility lines, sewer pipes 
and telegraph cables to clear 
the way for tracks. Their ef- 
forts were often mired in dy- 
namite explosions, cave-ins 
and collapsing underwater 
tunnels, taking the lives of 
more then 50 workers in the 
first 25 years and injuring 
countless others. 

Despite their contributions, 
the achievements of these 
nameless immigrant workers 
have all but dissolved into 
memories of a bygone era. 
Until now, that is, with the un- 
veiling of “The City Beneath 
Us” and the book of the same 
name written by New York 
Transit Museum historians 
with Vivian Heller. 

“We hope [this exhibit] will 
create a sense of awe and ad- 
miration of the work, labor 
and human ingenuity involved 
in the project,” said Charles 
Sachs, the Transit Museum’s 
senior curator. “We also hope 
it will reflect the technical and 
artistic talent of the photogra- 
phers who documented the 
construction.” 

Due to the scope of the 
project, public agencies over- 
seeing the planning, design 
and construction, such as the 
Rapid Transit Commission 
and the Board of Transporta- 


tion, meticulously document- 
ed each phase of the project 
for insurance and legal pur- 
poses. Professional photogra- 
phers were commissioned to 
travel underground with work- 
ers and capture scenes before, 
during and after the construc- 

Almost all the photographs 
remain anonymous, but the 
cumulative effect is a collec- 
tion of visually arresting im- 
ages — thickets of utility 
wires snaking up through an 
open fissure in the pavement, 
workers tangled in webs of 
underground scaffolding and 
disastrous cave-ins capable of 
swallowing an entire street 
block. 

In selecting images for the 
show, curators and historians 
sifted through more than 
150,000 photographs. 

“What we found most inter- 
esting about the collection is 
the variety of photographic 
processes used,” said Sachs. 
“Their tools may seem primi- 
tive by today’s standards, but 
the results are amazing.” 

At the turn of the century, 
photographic technology was 
still in its infancy. Photogra- 
phers dragged large-format 
cameras, lighting equipment 
and pushcarts down into the 
trenches. The caverns had to 
be illuminated by arc lights, 
weighty devices often used 
for streetlights or as search- 
lights on ships, that pre-dated 
the invention of Thomas Edi- 
son’s tungsten-filament light

4 Neighborhood 9 cooking school set to open in Boerum Hill

S ince when has a cooking school 
looked and felt just like home, 
complete with a backdoor leading 
to an outdoor deck and yard? Since Joe 
and Diane DiMeo started planning, de- 
signing and creating the Neighborhood 
Kitchen Culinary Arts school on Court 
Street at Baltic Street in Cobble Hill. 

Already dotted with restaurants and 
cafes, the DiMeos felt that the neigh- 
borhood needed something more, 
something eye-catching, something out 
of the ordinary. 

“We asked ourselves, ‘Why open an- 
other restaurant? Why not teach people 
how to cook instead?’” Diane told GO

Many of the black-and- 
white photographs, on display 
for the first time, are traditional 
gelatin-silver prints, which af- 
ter nearly a century of lying 
buried in the archives, have ac- 
quired a slight sepia tint. 

Bold blues and whites color 
a number of the photographs, 
the result of an iron-based 
emulsion process. The combi- 
nation of the unique coloring 
and the artistry of the photogra- 
phy creates stunning, surreal 
images out of seemingly banal 
construction scenes. 

For instance, one photo- 
graph, titled “Timbering Inside 
the Subway Trench,” from the 
construction of the Fourth Av- 
enue line in Brooklyn, depicts 
a man suspended on a limb of 
scaffolding. The timber struc- 
ture extends back in such a 
way that it appears to vanish 
into the infinite like the illusion 
created when standing between 
two mirrors. 
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Other photographs are more 
didactic in their content, depict- 
ing various pieces of machin- 
ery or specific excavating tech- 
niques. In one photograph, 
workers hoist a hefty, 20-foot 
steel ring into a tunnel opening,

Seasoned play-date hoppers 
find it’s best to start out small, 
and seek parents who share 
similar philosophies.

of the “beasts”: Toddlers are 
still wobbly and have no sense 
of then own space, so they’re 
sure to bump into each other 
accidentally and knock each 
other down. They operate on 
impulse as they play next to 
each other, not with each other. 

At this age, think redirec- 
tion moreso than reprimands. 

“If a toddler pushes another 
one over, it isn’t meanness or 
aggression. It’s impulse,” says 
Kristy Rodney, who has four 
children ages 14 months to 10 
years. “They go solely on the 
feeling of the moment.” 

Rule of thumb, Rodney and 
some other mothers agree: If 
you don’t like how parents dis- 
cipline then children, look for 
another play group. 

“Discipline is a personal 
choice, and parents would do 
well to find like-minded par- 
ents to hang out with,” Rodney 
says. “Do you want someone 
saying to you, ‘Your child de- 
serves a spanking for that,’ and 
you don’t believe in spank- 
ing?”

addressing a child’s behavior 
right when it’s happening, and 
perhaps the other parent will 
hear and step in. 

Laurie Plate, a mother of 
two, handles play dates from 
two angles. Her 4-year-old 
daughter is disabled and would 
rather play alone, whereas her 
2-year-old daughter is strong- 
willed. She has put the older 
girl in social situations to help 


her stand up for herself, and 
has stepped in to tell her 2- 
year-old she’s getting “down- 
right mean.” 

“It’s a toss-up on how each 
person looks at how children 
are acting,” Plate says. “One 
person may think a child is to- 
tally obnoxious and another 
may think that same child is 
just very energetic.” 

Plate’s advice: If a parent is 
worried about her child in play 
situations, keep an eye out but 
only step in when necessary. 
Children need to learn to work 
out their problems to a point, 
she says, but they also need to 
be withdrawn from the group 
if they’re hurting others. 

Redirection works well, says 
Lolita Carrico of Los Angeles, 
founder of Modem Mom 
(www.modemmom.com), an 
organization to help mothers 
balance home, family, work and 
then own well-being. Other 
benefits include networking 
events and retreats for moms. 

“Women need the opportu- 
nity to get together to share ex- 
periences and for support,” 


says Carrico, who has a 3- 
year-old and a baby. “When 
the group events include chil- 
dren, it’s important to be 
aware of their needs as well.” 

Carrico’s tips for a success- 
ful play group: 

• Limit size: Too many chil- 
dren is overwhelming for par- 
ents and children. Limit your 
play group to four kids at a 

• Watch the clock: Kids can 
go from playful to grumpy in 
the blink of an eye. Keep play 
dates under two hours and 
work around nap times to 
avoid tantrums. 

• Venture outdoors: Weather 
permitting, have everyone 
meet at a park or playground. 

• Pack snacks: Hunger is a 
surefire tantrum trigger. A 
mother of three suggests par- 
ents delay play groups and 
start building social skills at 
home and on outings such as 
at the grocery store. 

“I don’t believe play groups 
for toddlers as young as 18 
months are necessary or best,” 
she says. “I think they are 
more for the moms than the 
children.” 

The child needs more 
bonding time to feel secure, 
the mother says, then he will 
flourish among other children. 

Can you help? 

“My sister’s son, nearly 4, 
has been potty trained for six 
months. He’ll go for weeks 
without an accident, then 
stand right in front of her and 
wet his pants, sometimes two 
or more times in a day for sev- 
eral days. She also has a 5- 
month-old baby. I have four 
kids, but they didn’t regress 
after siblings arrived.”

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Developers eyeing D'town parcels for skyscrapers

With a major rezoning 
plan for Downtown Brook- 
lyn just weeks old devel- 
opers are wasting no time 
in assembling parcels upon 
which to build office and 
residential skyscrapers. 

Designed as a major push to 
retain back-office space in 
New York City, and keep cor- 
porations from fleeing to New 
Jersey, the Downtown Brook- 
lyn Plan is expected to encour- 
age at least 6.7 million square 
feet of office development in 
addition to 1 million square 
feet of retail space and resi- 
dential development. 

The proposal passed early 
last month and property own- 
ers in the 60-block area are 
now plowing ahead, either 
selling off plots of land or 
planning for their develop- 

A sign advertising class-A 
office space has been hanging 
on the above-ground parking 
lot along Flatbush Avenue Ex- 
tension and Willoughby 
Square for months. 

Joseph Sitt, who owns both 


that lot and the adjoining 
Gallery at Fulton Mall, for- 
merly known as Albee Square 
Mall, which he recently spent 
millions renovating, plans to 
build a 1.2 million-square-foot 
office tower in place of the 
garage. 

While under the old zoning, 
Sitt would have had to go 
through the city’s lengthy land 
use review process, which in- 
cludes a series of public hear- 
ings, the Downtown Plan 
eliminates the need for such 
review, paving the way for de- 
velopment. 

There is “considerable in- 
terest” in the planned sky- 
scraper, said Lee Silberstein, a 
spokesman for Sitt, who added 
that designs for the site were 
still being hashed out. 

That new tower would be 
just one of three planners ex- 
pect to flank a 1.5-acre open 
space to be known as 
Willoughby Square. 

The park will be created by 
the seizure of private property 
through the state’s power of 
eminent domain. As part of the 
total Downtown Plan approxi- 
mately 100 residential units 
and 130 businesses are slated 


for demolition. 

On the western edge of that 
park, a Queens-based hotel de- 
veloper recently purchased a 
range of buildings from 216 


through 228 Duffield St. in- 
cluding a parking lot and a 
popular fish and chips lunch 
spot, according to Timothy 
King, a managing partner for 


the Brooklyn and Staten Island 
operations of Massey Knakal 
Realty, which handled the sale. 

Just down the street, a Man- 
hattan-based developer bought 


a six-story building at 55 Flat- 
bush Ave. for $2.2 million. 

Because of the rezoning, the 
property can now be doubled 
in size, according to King. 

“It’s been dramatic,” King 
said of the recent interest in 
Downtown Brooklyn. “There’s 
the old truism that a rising tide 
lifts all boats — there has been 
an across-the-board increase in 

Over on Myrtle Avenue, gro- 
cery store magnate John Catsi- 
matides, chairman and CEO of 
Red Apple Group and owner of 
the Gristede’s grocery chain, is 
going ahead with plans to build 
both a residential building and 

While he tapped fellow de- 
veloper Donald Capoccia to 
head the project, the deal is 
still being worked out. Catsi- 
matides owns many of the 
properties on the south side of 
Myrtle Avenue between Ash- 
land Place and Flatbush Av- 

Councilwoman Letitia 
James, whose district includes 
the Fort Greene sections of the 
plan, originally asked for a 
250-foot height limit for de- 
velopments along Flatbush 


Avenue but comprised on 400 
feet. 

“I was told that most build- 
ings would not go higher than 
30 or 35 stories,” she said. 

A developer by the name of 
Bruce Kaplan plans to build a 
200-foot residential building 
across Myrtle Avenue stretch- 
ing to Johnson Street between 
Gold and Prince streets. 

That site is not listed as one 
of the projected development 
sites in the Downtown Plan. 

Kaplan is scheduled to 
present his plans at the 
monthly Community Board 2 
meeting in October. Some 
residents who have gotten 
wind of the project have al- 
ready started complaining 
about the height and size, ac- 
cording to James. 

But real estate brokers and 
city officials say they are 
pleased, overall, with the in- 
creased activity downtown. 

“This neighborhood has lo- 
cation, location, location, and 
now the rezoning has made it 
more fertile ground for in- 
vestment,” said Rachaele 
Raynoff, a spokeswoman for 
the Department of City Plan- 
ning. 


The city has pledged to 
spend $100 million in infra- 
structure costs over the next 
10 years. 

The initial steps of the plan 
will include revamping Flat- 
bush Avenue into a “gateway” 
to Brooklyn. 

If all goes smoothly, recon- 
struction of Flatbush Avenue 
Extension could begin in a 
year. City Planning Director 
Amanda Burden told The 
Brooklyn Papers last month. 

“It will have a center medi- 
an with trees on both sides — 
it will be a connector and not 
a divider and give a signal that 
Downtown Brooklyn is really 
reborn,” she said. 

Critics have called the $100 
million “chicken feed” and 
say much more is needed for 
traffic mitigation alone. 

Despite the plan’s approval, 
before it goes forward, the 
City Council’s landmarks sub- 
committee has agreed to hold 
a special public hearing on the 
potential connection between 
homes along Duffield Street 
— one of the primary devel- 
opment sites in the plan — 
and the Underground Rail-

signed arena surrounded by skyscrapers at Flatbush and Adantic 
avenues, would also require the condemnation or sale of 10 acres 
of privately owned property. 

Wayne Hawley, general counsel for the city’s Conflicts of In- 
terest Board, said he could not comment on whether Williams’ 
investment constituted a conflict, saying only that the board “had 
issued nothing public about any City Planning commissioner that 
may be an owner of the Nets.” 

Not surprisingly, the list of investors in what is expected to be- 
come the NBA’s Brooklyn Nets starts off reading like the invitation 
list to a Ratner family picnic. 

There’s the principal owner of the team, mega real estate de- 
veloper Bruce, his brother, the noted constitutional rights leader, 
Michael Ratner, and his daughter, Elizabeth Ratner, a reporter for 
the New York Observer, among other Ratners. 

Two prominent investors who had already announced their in- 
tent to buy a piece of the team include Brooklyn-born rap star 
Jay-Z and New York Mercantile Exchange Chairman Vincent Vi- 
ola. While Jay-Z (aka Shawn Carter) is on the list, Viola is not on 
the list, but many of his family members are listed as trustees and 
beneficiaries in the ownership team. 


Other noteworthy names on the investor list include Richard 
S. Rubin, chairman of the Brooklyn Museum, mystery writer 
Mary Higgins Clark, and Lyor Cohen, former head of Island/Def 
Jam Records who now heads Warner Music Group. 

The new investment team is made up of more than 80 entities 
including nearly 200 individuals. Each entity contributed a mini- 
mum of $1 million, according to sources close to the deal. 

David Carter, a sports business consultant and professor at the 
University of Southern California, said he was not surprised by 
the lengthy list of investors. 

“The price of franchises has gone sky high over the course of 
the last decade making it virtually impossible for a single indi- 
vidual to swallow the entire financial responsibility,” said 
Carter. 

The new investment team also includes Community Youth Or- 
ganization [CYO], the former Nets ownership group, which 
signed on after Goldman Sachs investors bailed out of the deal 
earlier this month leaving Ratner $60 million short. 

The CYO is made up of more than 30 entities and 70 individ- 
uals including former Tyco executive Dennis Kozlowski, who 
was accused of looting $600 million from that company. 

But their investment in the team may be brief. 

“Financial arrangements between CYO and Bruce Ratner is of 
a temporay duration and made in order to get the deal closed,” 
said Edwin Stier, president of CYO. “A substantial part of that in- 
terest is going to be sold as soon as we can make arrangements.

“He’s been very generous 
not only with our church, but 
with all the churches in Coney 
Island,” Miller said this week.

Because few details have 
been revealed about the 
planned amateur athletics fa- 


cility, which replaces larger 
plan once called Sportsplex, it 
is unclear how much money 
the 6-foot-2 athlete will invest. 
Also unclear is how many pri- 
vate investors may be in- 
volved. 

Jennifer Falk, a spokeswo- 
man for Bloomberg, would not 
confirm whether Marbury or 
other investors were involved in 
the plan, but said that the facility 
would be partially funded from 
a portion of the money once ear- 
marked for Sportsplex. 

Before plans for that facility 
were dashed, the city and state 
had secured $30 million each 
for the project and then-Bor- 
ough President Howard Gold- 
en added $7 million from his 
budget. Earlier this year, a 
spokeswoman for Borough 
President Marty Markowitz 
confirmed that the money was 
still on the table. 

“I can confirm that any al- 
ternate proposal would include 
partial funding from the previ- 


ously proposed Sportsplex,” 
said Falk. 

Until its demise, the plan for 
a 12,000-seat amateur Sport- 
splex rose and fell on the for- 
tunes of other development 
projects and at the whims of po- 
litical fancy. 

First boosted by Golden in 
1987, the facility was to include 
an NCAA-regulation basketball 
court and a 200-meter, eight- 
lane running track. 

But chances that the arena 
would see the light of day di- 
minished with former Mayor 
Rudolph Giuliani’s piqued in- 
terest in bringing professional 
baseball to Brooklyn, and his 
feud with Golden over which 
project should be a priority. 
When Keyspan Park was final- 
ly built in 2001, many believed 
plans for the amateur facihty 
had finally been dashed. 

But the plan was granted a 
second life when organizers 
for the city’s 2012 Olympics 
bid included it as a venue in 


their original proposal. Earlier 
this month, however, indoor 
volleyball, which was slated to 
be held in Coney Island, was 
shifted to Continental Airlines 
Arena in New Jersey. Gym- 
nastics were shifted to the are- 
na developer Bruce Ratner 
wants to build for his recently 
purchased Nets. 

Many close to the plans be- 
lieve an alternative project will 
serve the area all the same. 

“It’s clear that the administra- 
tion realizes that there’s still a 
need for sports and recreation 
for young people in Coney Is- 
land,” said Kenneth Adams, 
president of the Brooklyn 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Brooklyn Sports Foundation, 
which formulated the original 
Sportsplex plan. 

“It’s not about Sportsplex 
anymore, or dog-eared architec- 
tural plans, ’ said Adams. “It’s 
about meeting the needs of a 
year-round sports and recre- 
ational facility.”

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'RIP' murals to be on display in Slope

The paintings depict the 
dead. 

The drowned. The sick. 
Those lost to AIDS, gunfire 
and suicide. 

But up until now, says 
Luzcinda Colon, she would just 
walk on by the memorials 
spray-painted on walls through- 
out the streets of her Sunset 
Park neighborhood. 

“I used to look at murals, 
but I used to just look and 
walk away,” said Colon, a 17- 
year-old high school student. 

This summer all that chang- 
ed for Colon, who spent the 
past seven weeks in the 
Groundswell studio on Dou- 
glass Street near Fourth Avenue 
with eight other students inter- 
viewing, researching, painting 
and creating an exhibit devoted 
entirely to what are known as 
“rest in peace” or “R.I.P mu- 
rals.” 

The tributes grew popular 
in the 1980s when graffiti 
artists moved away from sub- 
ways to public walls and 
looked for ways to memorial- 
ize friends and family who 
were killed or died young. 

Working together with 
Groundswell, a Gowanus- 
based non-profit organization 
that facilitates youth mural 
projects, the teens have put to- 
gether a multimedia exhibit, 
“Gone But Not Forgotten: 
R.I.P Murals Tell the Stories 


of Lives Lost in Brooklyn,” 
which will kick-off this week- 
end at the Old Stone House on 
Third Street in Park Slope. 

While the arts organization 
typically focuses on creating 
murals, this project aims at 
documenting those that al- 

The group started the pro- 
gram by visiting several of the 


borough’s more elaborate mu- 
rals, which typically include 
pictures or names and some- 
times both. The hard part came 
the next when they were as- 
signed the task of finding and 
interviewing the family and 
friends of the dead memorial- 
ized in those murals. 

“It was rough,” said one of 
the teenagers on Tuesday af- 


ternoon as they were finishing 
a mural to be included in the 
exhibit. 

The mural is the culmina- 
tion of the project and depicts 
silhouettes of each participant, 
a pair of shaking hands and a 
community with a number of 
billboards sporting anti-vio- 
lence messages such as, 
“Don’t hate, don’t retaliate.” 


The hands represent unity 
and the silhouettes are includ- 
ed to show that “anybody can 
put themselves into the mu- 
ral,” explained Colon, who 
said that one of the project co- 
ordinators brought in a projec- 
tor and sketched each student. 

Part of the exhibit also in- 
cludes digital audio recordings 
of interviews with the fami- 
lies, some of which became 
quite emotional. 

“One guy almost started 
crying,” said Colon, describ- 
ing one of the interviews. Oth- 
er families pulled out old pho- 
tos and rehashed stories about 
the deceased. Others refused 
to talk at all. 

But it was something else 
that shocked 15-year-old Ron- 
ald Martin, of Fort Greene. 

“I actually got paid for just 
writing down stuff,” said Mar- 
tin, who, along with the other 
participants, received a mini- 
mum wage salary for 25 hours 
of work per week as part of 
the city’s Summer Youth Em- 
ployment Program. 

The group worked closely 
with both a museum design 
firm and a curator to design 
the exhibit and made several 
visits to museums to decide 
how they would organize their 
own exhibit. 

More than 150 spray-paint 
cans mounted on the wall are 
also on display in addition to a 
number of photographs of 
both the murals and families 
of the dead.

They stop, look hard and 
think about the people so me- 
morialized. 

At the same time, many say 
the best part of the program 
was the outings to Manhattan, 
which included a tour of and 
editing sessions at the NBC 
studios. 

“I learned a lot about video 
editing and just the way the 
world works,” said Josh Rene, 
18, who graduated from Glob- 
al Studies High School in 
June and is figuring out what 

“One of the most rewarding 
things has been seeing the kids 
really take ownership of the 
idea and of the process and 
trying to educate people about 
the murals,” said Tara Mack, 
the project coordinator, who 
was beaming after they fin- 
ished assembling the exhibit 
on Wednesday evening. 

“It’s just really exciting to 
see it all together,” she said. 

The exhibit will be on dis- 
play from Aug. 21 to Aug. 29, 
11 am to 4 pm, at the Old 
Stone House, on Third Street 
between Fourth and Fifth av- 

The exhibit will then be on 
display at the Brooklyn Histor- 
ical Society, at the comer of 
Pierrepont and Clinton streets 
in Brooklyn Heights, from 
Oct. 20 to Oct. 31.

The Sept. 30 event, to be moderated by Jim Lehrer at the Uni- 
versity of Miami, falls on a Friday night, the start of the Jewish 
Sabbath. The second, on Oct. 8. falls on the holy day of Simchat 
Torah, a day of rejoicing when Jews complete the reading of the 
Torah. Both dates prevent observant Jews from turning on televi- 
sions or radios, said Ffikind, who is Orthodox. 

Janet Brown, executive director of the debates commission, 
said the group began researching dates for the three events, plus 
one vice presidential debate, 18 months ago. Those dates — 
Sept. 30, Oct. 5, Oct. 8 and Oct. 13 — were announced last No- 
vember, she said. 

“The CPD’s staff and board of directors took into account reli- 
gious holidays, government holidays, the opening of the United Na- 
tions, existing obligations by the television networks and production 
requirements in order to identify dates when the largest possible au- 
dience would be able to watch and listen to the debates,” said 
Brown. “We regret if this considered process results in conflicts.” 

Sixteen city and state elected officials signed on to the letter 
sent by Hikind, including seven from western Brooklyn neigh- 
borhoods. They are: Assemblymen Peter Abbate (D-Benson- 
hurst) and William Colton (D-Bensonhurst); state Sen. Marty 
Golden (R-Bay Ridge); and Council members Simcha Felder (D- 
Borough Park), Bill DeBlasio (D-Park Slope), Letitita James (D- 
Fort Greene) and David Yassky (D-Brooklyn Heights). 

The debates have been organized by the commission since 
1987, when Massachusetts Gov. Michael Dukakis faced off 
against then- Vice President George Bush. 

“Given the fact that there are several days between each de- 
bate, and that the last debate occurs almost three weeks before 
the election, we hope that those who are unable to view the de- 
bates on the broadcast dates can gain access to them either by C- 
SPAN’s rebroadcasts of the debates, videotapes, written tran- 
scripts or online resources,” said Brown. 

A spokeswoman for the cable station C-Span said the debates had 
not been scheduled for broadcast and that it was uncertain whether 
programming would allow for them to be rebroadcast at all. 

Some in the Jewish leadership say, however, that observant 
voters would find a way to become informed, whether that meant 
reading newspapers the next day or checking out the final tele- 
vised debate on Oct. 13, which does not fall on a holy day. 

“We’re a decided minority in this country and we have certain 
inalienable rights, but I don’t know that this is one of them,” said 
Rubin Margules, president of the Zionist Organization of Ameri- 
ca, in Gravesend. “I just don’t think it’s a burning issue.” 

But Bay Ridge State Sen. Marty Golden, the only Republican 
signatory included in Hikind’s letter to the debates commission, 
said that because of polls suggesting a close race in November, 
the substance of the debates could be a deciding factor for many 
television viewers. 

“The Jewish community is going to play a large role in this 
process and they should be entitled to view the issues and see 
where the candidates stand,” said Golden.

discuss the details before they close on a deal with Union Temple 
to purchase the synagogue’s parking lot at 1-17 Eastern Parkway, 
on which the building would rise. 

The twin 15-story buildings in Manhattan, which rise over the 
historic West Village with sweeping views across the West Side 
Highway to the Hudson River and New Jersey shoreline, have 
been called a “modernist fishbowl” because passersby can peek 
in through the floor-to-ceiling glass windows. 

Meier is also designing a new uber-luxury 16-story glass tow- 
er just down the block from those twins on Charles Street where 
he is designing both the interior and exterior. 

Asked to describe the pending Prospect Heights building, Preci- 
da said it would resemble the exposed aluminum and Caribbean — 
blue glass Perry Street towers, but with one major difference — 
“Those are square and we’re more rectangular,” he said. 

As for celebrity tenants, Precida says he wouldn’t turn them 
away but doesn’t expect to fetch Manhattan prices — which re- 
portedly went for around $2,000 per square foot — for the glass 
tower near Prospect Park. 

This project would mark the first foray into Brooklyn for the 
Pritzker-winning architect, who is perhaps best known for de- 
signing the Getty Museum in Los Angeles. 

While news of a major architect heading across the river may 
have once shocked the borough’s residents it comes as no surprise 
in a time when Enrique Norton is designing a public library in Fort 
Greene, Rafael Vinoly is working on the taxi-yellow addition to the 
Brooklyn Children’s Museum and Frank Gehry is busy designing 
17 towers and a basketball arena in Prospect Heights. 

Some residents are nervous about how a modernist glass tow- 
er will look in their otherwise old-fashioned block just across the 
street from Grand Army Plaza, but others are taking a wait-and- 
see attitude. 

“It’s not about the beauty of the building but how it fits into the ar- 
chitecture of the ellipse,” said Melvyn Vader, a retired teacher who 
lives across the street, referring to the Grand Army Plaza circle. 

But residents looking for a hint of what it might look like to 
throw a glass structure into the midst of old stone buildings need 
look no further than the Brooklyn museum’s recent addition just 
blocks away. 

Asked how he felt about overlooking a glass tower from the 
sixth-floor balcony of his art deco apartment building, Vader said, 
“Actually, they will overlook me.”

Concepcion ordered some 
lumber from Controlling the 
Game Athletics company in the 

One Cyclones fan, Marty 
Bromberger, recently noticed 
that Concepcion often swings 
several different bats during a 

“He uses a red bat, then a 
black one, then one with a white 
handle with a black barrel, and 
then one with a black handle 
and a white barrel,” said the ob- 
servant fan. “If he doesn’t hit the 
ball well, he switches bats.” 

When Tony Tijerina was in- 
formed about Concepcion’s 
predilection for switching bats, 
the manager smiled and raised 
an eyebrow, well aware of the 
superstitious nature of ball 
players. 

Later, Concepcion said that 
he doesn’t switch bats because 
of superstition. He does it to 
use what he feels is the correct 
bat for the particular pitcher 
he’s facing. 

All of his bats are 34 inches 
long, but that’s where the simi- 
larities end. Concepcion has a 
30.5-ounce red bat, a 31-ounce 
bat with a white handle and a 
black barrel, a 31 -ounce bat 
with a black handle and a white 
barrel, and a 32-ounce black bat. 

"I use a light bat for a fast 
pitcher, a heavy bat for a slow 
pitcher, ” said the outfielder. 

When then told that Concep- 
cion says he switches bats not 
out of superstition, but to match 
a bat to each pitcher, Tijerina 
laughed and said good natured- 
ly, “That’s even crazier than the 
first reason I heard.” 

In the sixth inning of that 
night’s game, Concepcion 
stepped up to bat, using his bat 
featuring the white handle and 
the black barrel. This bat 
promptly propelled the ball 
over tiie left field fence. 

Concepcion was running out 
his home mn, and as the out- 
fielder got to third, Tijerina, 
coaching at the hot comer, was 
grinning as he slapped the out- 
fielder on the back. 

Tijerina may not be sure 
why Concepcion uses each bat, 
but the manager is smart 
enough not to force him to 
make an explanation for his bat 
rotation, but rather to let his 
bats do all the talking.

T he 2004 Brooklyn Cyclones baseball cards came out re- 
cently, and this Choice Sportscard set is pretty nice. 
They’re sold at Keyspan Park, and, like most baseball 
cards, they have a photo of a player on the front and his biogra- 
phy — albeit brief in these Cyclones’ case — on the back. 

The dimensions of the cards, again, tike most, are 3 inches 
tall, by 2-1/2 inches wide, by 1/50 of an inch thick. And as for 
this last dimension, well, there’s the mb. In a figurative sense, 
the narrowness of the cards precludes any in-depth understand- 
ing of the person behind the picture. 

We all know there’s much more to any player than the infor- 
mation on his baseball card, but the brevity of the Cyclones sea- 
son often means that sometimes fans don’t get to know the other 
side of the players’ lives. So the plan here was to talk to some of 
the women involved in the Brooklyn Cyclone experience. We 
talked with these women — moms and girlfriends — before and 
during the Aug. 16 game against Aberdeen at Keyspan. 

“I was working out in the weight room when I met Tyler,” 
said Shermin Peredo, the girlfriend of Tyler Davidson, the Cy- 
clones first baseman. 

Peredo is from Mukilteo, Wash., and she and Davidson were 
attending the University of Washington, where she was a cheer- 
leader and he was — you guessed it — a baseball player. 

Peredo didn’t know much about baseball at the time, but she 
was soon attending Davidson’s games. His interest in baseball , 
though, didn’t involve just playing. He was also a fan, and soon 
so was Peredo. 

"Tyler took me to my first professional baseball game, at the 
Seattle Mariners ballpark,” said the petite former high school 
athlete. 

What is it tike for her to visit Brooklyn and see Tyler play? 

“ft feels good to see the crowd reaction when he plays, and to 
see him do something that he’s wanted to do since he was 
young,” explained Peredo. 

But Shermin doesn’t just follow Davidson’s play when she 
visits Brooklyn. Thanks to the Cyclones broadcasts on the Inter- 
net, Shermin can hear the Cyclones games on her computer 
when she is home in Seattle. 

As an executive with a professional cheerleading company, 
Peredo has an office in her home. 

“Usually, Tyler’s games are on the radio at around 4 pm Seat- 
tle time,” said Peredo. “I make sure to listen, and so does his 

The Cyclones have only three scheduled off-days, and the 
next day was the final off-day of the season. Would Peredo and 
Davidson’s plans include more baseball? 

“We’re going to Great Adventure [Amusement Park],” men- 
tioned Peredo. “I’ve never been there, and we’ll be going there 
tomorrow.” 

ft was Davidson’s turn at bat in the ball game. Peredo did 
some impromptu personal cheerleading from her seat near the 
Cyclones dugout. He cracked a hard single as she cheered some 

While Peredo rooted from the first base side for Tyler and the 
Cyclones, on the third base side sat Linda Tijerina, the wife of 
the Cyclones’ manager. 

H aving her own career in sales for a publishing company 
means that Linda, tike Tony, must often be on the road. 

She manages to take care of their 4-year-old daughter, 
Lauren, with some help from her parents, who tive near Tony 
and Linda’s home in Newark Valley, N.Y. Linda and Lauren 
were making a visit to Brooklyn to see Tony. 

Linda grew up in the Binghamton area and she lived there 
when Tijerina was in the Mets organization as a catcher for 
Binghamton. So, how did Linda meet Tony? 

“My brother was a big fan of the Binghamton Mets, when 
Tony played for them,” said Linda. 

“Soon, Tony and my brother became friends, and they would 
go fishing together, and that’s how I met Tony. We started to date 
and now we’ve been married for seven years.” 

So what’s it tike being married to a minor league manager? 
"Many people don’t realize the hours that a manager puts in. 
He’s at the ballpark from morning until well after the game,” ex- 
plained Linda. 

The ballpark hours aren’t the only thing with which a manag- 
er’s wife must contend. There’s the lack of certainty about where 
a member of a professional baseball organization will be each 
year. Tijerina’s resume includes stops as a player, coach or man- 
ager with Pittsfield, Capital City, St. Lucie, Binghamton, and — 
for one game — Norfolk. 

How does Linda deal with that? 

“You get used to it. Tony’s doing what he loves, and I enjoy 
seeing him pursue what makes him happy,” added Linda. 

There’s a lot of fun involved for Linda as well. Just one ex- 
ample happened when Tony was with the Pittsfield Mets, and he 
arranged for the team to stop at the hunting cabin that Linda’s 
dad has near the Tijerina’s home. The team bus pulled up and the 
whole club had a barbeque — a great change of routine. 

The Cyclones game was moving towards the middle innings 
and Linda and Lauren moved upstairs to seats near the luxury 

Not long after that, Tony was coaching at third base when a 
rocket-like foul ball took one bounce and hit him on the hip. 
Tony wasn’t injured, but he was bruised more than he let on. 
Linda, taking care of daughter Lauren, missed seeing it. 

In the meantime, Davidson came out of the game because of 
some pain in his back. 

Before the game, I had spoken with catcher Aaron Hathaway. 

I wanted to call his mother back in Washington State to see if 
she would provide some prospective on the Cyclones experience 
from the point of view of a player’s mother. Aaron was agree- 
able with the idea, and he was left alone to concentrate on his 
pre-game preparation. 

Later in the game, Hathaway was catching when a runner was 
bearing down on the plate. Hathaway, who has suffered six con- 
cussions in his sports careers (three each in baseball and foot- 
ball) blocked the plate. The runner slammed into Hathaway, who 
dropped the ball. Later, Hathaway was removed from the game 
and sent to a hospital for treatment. 

Two days later, at the Cyclones next game at Staten Island, 
the health reports filtered in. 

Tijerina was in fine shape. 

D avidson had aggravated some minor soreness in his 
back from a few games ago. Trainer Ruben Barrera 
told Davidson to take it easy, so Davidson had to can- 
cel the outing to Great Adventure in New Jersey, and he and 
Peredo settled instead for some nearby beach time. He missed 
the game in Staten Island, but was expected to be back in the 
line-up soon. 

There was concern from the Cyclones staff that Aaron Hath- 
away’s injury might rule him out for the season. The catcher had 
suffered a grade-B sprain to ligaments in his left thumb. Hath- 
away was in the dugout at Staten Island. 

"When it happened, my mother heard about it back home, 
and when I was at the hospital I had three messages from her on 
my phone. She worries about me,” said Hathaway. 

We’ll be talking to Mrs. Hathaway in the future, when she has 
less to worry about. 

"ft feels better already,” said the receiver about his injured 
thumb, and the club now believes he may be back near the end 
of the season, or for any possible playoff games. 

There’s a saying that goes, “Life is what happens when you’re 
planning something else.” 

Fortunately, for the women involved with the Cyclones, the 
unexpected happened, but the prognosis looks good for all in- 
volved. 

As Hathaway said about his injury, “It’s part of the game.”
